CHICAGO, 
ILL., July 
12.—Ten 


members of a railroad shop crafts' 
union, who went on strike July 1, 
1022, 
anil who, shortly 
afterward 


were found Rtillty of violating a tem- 
porary injunction restraining their 
strike activity, were denied u jury 
trial under the (.'layton act to-day 
hy the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals. 


The Court held that the men were 


not engaged in a lawful strike and 
(hat their acts relative to the railroad 
company theretofore were the same 
as those of strangers, and the men 
were not qualified lo demand u jury 
trial. 


In the decision, It was declared, 


however, that it was not meant that, 
because employees caunot conduct un- 
lawful strikes against the railroads, 
they have become enslaved or are in 
any way bound to work. The decision 
merely'means, It stated, that when 
they refused to work, either singly 
or collectively, 
they severed them- 


selves from their jobs.

On the high seas there is no greater crime, unaccompanied 


by violence, than desertion. Hay was when England exercised 
the search and. seizure law. violating 1h.fi integrity of our vcs- 
' sels and insulting our dignity by seizing alleged deserters, so 
that we had to give her a sound threshing. That was on the 
high seas too that she then played the bully. 


She has learned better manners, but America hasn't. Not 


under the comity of nations, not in accordance with decent con- 
duct, but in view of America's immediate iu:ts of ruffianism, 
she was justified in boarding the Leviathan, in her port, and 
seizing the deserters. 


She did'uiot. do so, probably because she considered that, 


for the time being, moderation and consideration were a more 
effective rebuke than a reprisal in kind. Not always, though, 
will she and other nations oppose bullying with politeness and 
deffercnee. 
IF the American policy In- continued there will 


have to be retaliation in kind. 


The boaster will say England doesn't, dare fight us. She 


doesn't have to fight us. She can get even in other ways. She 
certainly had a fine 
opportunity for 
retajiation when 
the 


Leviathan sailed, in. She could have then and there arrested 
the twenty-two alleged deserters and 
summoned the whole 


crew as witnesses, thereby indefinitely detaining the ship from 
sailing. The Leviathan is, operated by tin; American govern- 
ment itself, so it would not only been damaging to the national 
purpose, but humiliating to national pride to have had her held 
up. 


It is going to be a. long day before prohibition is overthrown 


but it ought not. to take more than a few minutes for tin- ad- 
ministration to get down to sensible and decent, attitude towards 
any matter in which it enters, cither directly or indirectly.
